PASSENGER TRAIN WRECKED 


Violence Breaks as Fight to Fin- 


ish is Declared 


CHICAGO.—(Associated Press).— 


The niurh week of the railroad strike 
began today with peace negotiations 
collapsed, President Harding con- 
sidering steps to place certain roads 
and anthracite coal mines under fed- 
eral control; train wrecks, and fur- 
ther 
trouble 
with train 
crews, 


notably on the Chicago and Alton. 


Walkout of the C. & A. followed 


explosions at Roodhouse, Ills., oper- 
ating crews at Roodhouse and Slater, 
Mo., refusing to turn a wheel. 


Mobile and Ohio railroad officials 


were investigating last night's wreck 
of a passenger train at Whistler, 
Ala,, in which several persons were 
injured. 
The engine and 
seven 


coaches left rails when the train hit 
a half open switch. Officials, follow- 
ing an investigation 
declared 
the 


switch wae thrown half way and 
looked like a deliberate attempt to 
wreck the train. 


The Whistler wreck was the sec- 


ond of the day on the Mobile and 
Ohio, the first occuriing near Merl- 
,diau,, Four members of the train 
crew'were injured. The cause of the 
wreck remained undetermined.
